Officials make n o pre­ 
diction s on how man y Cu ­ 
ban s may leav e their home­ 
lan d u n der the n ew pact 
bu t the total is ex pected to 
ru n bey on d 100,000.

g ov ern men t 
pu ts 
the 
n u mber of Cu ban s who already 
hav e taken asy lu m in the Un ited 
States at more than 250,000. Be­ 
fore the 1962 Cu ban missile cri- 
halted trav el, abou t 8,000

While the m atter is open for 
fu rther discu ssion s, he wou n d 
u p by slammin g the doors to 
political prison ers, men of mili­ 
tary ag e an d techn ician s he 
wan ts to keep. Differen ces ov er 
this held u p the ag reemen t for 
day s. 
Fu rthermore, the U.S. g ov ­ 
ern men t reg ards the refu g ee 
ag reemen t as n o real omen of a 
g en eral improv emen t in Cu ban - 
American relation s. 
The flig ht of the refu g ees 
from Cu ba will be literally that. 
Commercial airlin ers chartered 
by the U.S. g ov ern men t will 
pick them u p at the Varadero 
Airport. 60 miles east of Hav a­ 
n a, an d lan d them at Miami, 
Fla.

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WOULD HEAR the shuffling sounds of 
the guards as they came to my cell 
to take me before the firing squad. Then 
I would awake from my fitful sleep 
and realize I had dreamed the noises. 
But at 5 a.m., July 7, 1960, I heard the noises 
again and this time it was not a dream. 
I could sense the eyes of the other prisoners 
as guards took positions on each side and marched 
me outside. No one spoke. In the next two hours 
I would notice that both victims and executioners 
had difficulty in speaking. 
Handcuffeti, I was taken to the officers’ mess 
in I .a Cabaña Fortress, next to famed Morro 
Castle in Havana. Standing there beneath ban­ 
ners proclaiming the Castro Revolution was Capt. 
Moisés Sio Wong, a Chinese-Cuban, whose family 
operated a restaurant near my parents’ home. We 
knew each other, but neither of us made any 
sign of recognition. 
I waif«d, burning with Invur and aching with 
the beatings I had taken. Twenty-four hours 
before, two fellow prisoners had been marched 
out of my cell to the ñring squad. When more 
than a hour passed and we heard nothing, we 
had thought. They will not kill us after all. It is 
only a bluff. Then shots echoed from El Foso 
de loa ¡.aureles, and we knew the Communists 
were not bluffing. 
El Foso de los l.aureles is a pit in the prison 
courtyard where the Spaniards executed Cuban 
patriots in the 19th century. Castro had put it 
back into use, and already Captain Wong report­ 
edly had killed 200 prisoners there. On two sides 
are towering rocks, grass, and flowers; on one 
side, an entrance for the firing squads; and on 
the fourth aide, the stone wall against which the 
prisoners stand. 
At 6:25 an expressionless army captain took 
over from Wong and led me downstairs to El 
Fi>so de los Laureles. “You can cover your eyes 
if you wish,’’ he said. I couldn’t speak, so I shook 
my head. Fever was making me faint, but I final­ 
ly managed to whisper: “The handcuffs—take 
them off.’’ He refused. Three soldiers marched 
me to the wall and left me there. 
Mow vividly I rocoll tho sconol About 25 
soldiers surrounded the firing squad. Eight men 
made up the squad; seven carried Garand rifles, 
and one had a carbine with a 30-cartridge mag­ 
azine. The captain carried a Thompson subma­ 
chine gun under his arm. At his side was the .45 
pistol he would use for the coup de grace. 
He shouted orders. “Preeepare . . .’’ The squad 
snapped the rifles up. I heard the bolts slam 
cartridges into the chambers. “Take aimmmm .. . ’’ 
The rifles steadied on me. 1 could not close my 
eyes. There was a long moment—a deliberately 
cruel long moment. 
• • • 
My ordeal began in late June when several 
members of my counterrevolutionary cell were 
arrested. From that time on. I lived from moment 
to moment, knowing an informer was in our 
ranks. But who? And when would he report me? 
W ith time. I might escape Cuba, but time ran out 
on June 30. I entered our apartment and found 
my wife sitting in the living room in stiff terror. 
Machine-gun toting members of G-2 (military in­ 
telligence; were sitting with her. 
“Naval Ensign,Julio Perez? Where have you

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hidden your radio transm itter?” I pretended 
I didn’t know what they were talking about. They 
searched me, then began on the apartment. The 
living room, bedroom— and then the kitchen. I 
didn’t dare look at my w ife. Concealed inside the 
toaster was a .38 pistol and a hve-watt radio 
transm itter, 2x3x4 inches. I used the steeples 
of a church facing Havana harbor as antennae 
and guided gunrunners past the coast guard to 
rendezvous points on the north coast. If the trans­ 
m itter were found, I would die that night. 
A fter two hours, the searchers gave up and 
took me to G-2 headquarters, which was located 
in a form er bank building. When we arrived, I 
went to open the car door, and a guard smashed 
my ribs w ith his rifle butt. They pushed me to a 
second-floor vault and slammed the steel door be­ 
hind me. The air conditioning had been turned 
on full blast, and I shook w ith cold. From a loudr 
speaker, “ The 26th of Ju ly March,” Castro’s 
rallying music, blared deafeningly over and over. 
Early in fh« morning, the guards stripped me 
to pants and shirt and took me to another room, 
steamy hot and blinding w ith light. A Captain Su­ 
arez and a lieutenant whose name I never learned 
began questioning me. “ W hy were you in M ariel?” 
This is a coastal town near La Dominica, where, 
at the time, mysterious construction was under 
way. 1 had entered the security zone and photo­ 
graphed the construction, then turned the pic­ 
tures over to an anti-Castro agent in a clandestine 
meeting. W e thought the construction was for a 
Russian submarine base; later we learned it was 
to be a Russian missile site, one of those which 
forced the American-Soviet confrontation in Oc­ 
tober, 1962. 
“ I go to M ariel because it is near the naval 
academy where I went to school,” I replied. I 
guessed they had only fragm entary inform ation, 
so far. If I professed ignorance, I still might live. 
The interrogators were joined by Ram iro 
Valdes, chief of G-2. “ Perez,” he said, “ you w ill 
tell us about M ariel. Also about the weapons you 
brought to Havana.” 
Tha lost part sfartiod m a-and told me who 
the inform er was. One night earlier that summer, 
four of us had taken a navy truck to a coastal 
rendezvous point, picked up weapons smuggled 
from outside Cuba, and driven them to the city. 
O f the four, three were under arrest. The fourth 
was still free. He was a w arrant officer I had 
trusted but who had been bribed to betray us. “ I 
have nothing to say,” I replied. 
Captain Suarez snatched a bayonet from a 
Springfield rifle and lashed my back. “ Stand up!” 
I did, and he punched me in the stomach. 1 top­ 
pled over, unconscious. 
It seemed as if it were snowing, a peaceful 
snow that covered me as softly as a childhood 
blanket. Only when I distinguished the blaring 
sound of “ The 26th of Ju ly March” did I realize 
I was half-delirious, locked again in the freezing 
vault. A fter hours, the door opened. “ Are you 
ready to talk ?” a guard asked. 
“ 1 have nothing to say. Please, I need w ater!” 
He refused. I asked for a chair so I could get 
off the ice-cold floor. No. The door slammed shut. 
I m anagod to d r ^ m ysalf upright and lean 
against the wall, which was not so cold. Bu t the 
guards reappeared and took me again to the 
.Hteamy-hot, bright room. Suarez went to work. 
“ W hat about M ariel? W here are the weapons?” 
“ I have nothing to say.” For 10 minutes he 


punched my body. Blood began rushing from my 
nose. “ Tell us about M ariel, and we w ill be m erci­ 
ful. If not, the firing squad.” But I knew I couldn’t 
deal with Communists. I shook my head, and two 
soldiers pulled my arms tight behind me. Suarez’s 
fists pounded my chest and abdomen. 
Sunday, Ju ly 3, 
I was driven to La Cabaña 


Fortress with other prisoners and locked in a 
former officer’s room w ith four others. Three 
days later the first of our group was executed, 
and at 6 p.m. that evening a guard opened the 
door and shouted; “ Perez, you are next. Do you 
want a priest?” 
“ Let me see my w ife !” . . . “ There is not tim e” 
. . . “ Let me phone h er!” . . . “ No” . . . “ My 
mother then. Somebody must know about me” . .. 
“ There is not time. The priest, Perez?” .. .“ Y es!” 
The priest came but could not help me reach 
my fam ily. I scribbled a note to my w ife and gave 
it to a seaman I had known before. H is name was 
Rodriguez. “ If you live,” I said, “ deliver this.” I 
wanted somebody to know about Ju lio Perez and 
remember the date he died. Then night came, and 
I listened to footsteps that were not there until 
I awoke to reality and death. 
• • • 
Tha captain’s crwal pausa andad. “ Ftttrc.'” 
I saw the flash from the rifles’ muzzles and wisps 
of smoke. The flash was inordinately bright. 
Nothing happened. For a moment, life seemed 
suspended, then thoughts ran through my mind, 
all unjoined. They have missed . . . IVs a dream 
. . . Impossible . . . They will fire again. 
Guards half carried me to the captain. As they 
did, I realized the significance of the bright 
flashes. The squad had used blanks, which carry 
a larger powder charge. "W h y haven’t you killed 
m e?” I asked. 
S till expressionless, the captain said; “ They 
don’t tell me these things. Ask Wong.” Then he 
prepared for the next prisoner, this time w ith 
live bullets. 
In his office, Wong chatted as if nothing were 
unusual. He recalled his fam ily and mine and the 
good days in Havana. He said I would have food 
and water— then I would tell him about M ariel. 
When I entered my cell, the other prisoners drew 
back in shock; I was indeed a ghost. 
By now, however, Rodriguez had broken down. 
He shouted hysterically to our guard: “ Take me. 
I ’ll tell all.” The guard pulled him away, and we 
never saw him again. 
Tha naxf tima I aaw W ong, he knew all the 
details of our plot but still not about my pictures 
at La Dominica or the location of our weapons. 
He cajoled me, then beat me. Bu t I felt only 
silence could buy me time. 
On Ju ly 9 I was sum marily turned out of the 
prison, miles from home w ith nothing but my 
pants, shirt, and shoes. “ Go home and stay,” an 
officer shouted. “ W e w ill see you again, Perez.” 
I staggered to a post office and borrowed money 
to telephone my wife. I almost wept. “ Come for 
me. Please, hurry.” 
Doctors said I had a nervous breakdown and 
must rest. But how? A passing car or voices from 
the street brought me bolt upright in bed. N ight 
was worse; I could see the G-2 men as well as 
hear them. I went to my mother’s home because 
G-2 did not know her address, but a high-placed 
friend contacted me w ith news: “ A new death 
list has come out. You are on it. Get out of Cuba 
now— or never.” 


U ntil I obtained papers, I had to hide. I con­ 
tacted a former army sergeant on Castro’s death 
list who seemingly had vanished in February, 
1959, and he agreed to share his hideout with me. 
A t dusk, he brought me to a remote section of 
the National Cemetery where iron railings of the 
fence had been pulled apart. W e slipped into the 
deserted graveyard and headed for a mausoleum. 
The sergeant unlocked the heavy d(M>r. and we 
entered the crypt. 
“ Those stairs,” said the sergeant, “ lead to an­ 
other burial vault. Go down there.” And so for 
the next six nights 1 slept w ith the dead. 
By this time, police already had battered down 
the door of my apartment, only to find it aban­ 
doned. A general alarm went out for me and six 
others, yet each afternoon the sergeant and 1 
would mingle with funeral groups and leave the 
cemetery with them undetected. I obtained a U. S, 
visa and a forged passport without much trouble, 
but most important was an exit permit, without 
which 1 could not board a plane. 
In 1950 I had baan on a frigata w ith a 
sailor you Americans would call an “ operator” 
or “ wheeler-dealer.” This opportuni.st was now a 
police officer for Castro, but I knew he was no 
Communist, only a conniver. I asked him for a 
permit. Obviou.sly he enjoyed seeing his former 
officer asking favors. “ For you. certainly,” he 
said. “ For old times’ sake— and $200.” 
On Saturday. Aug. 13. my w ife and I were at 
the airport, w aiting for the 4 p.m. flight to Miami. 
My papers, including the precious yellow exit 
card, were made out to Carlos Perez y Perez— 
this being such a common Cuban name, I thought 
it best to keep it. 
But an officious inspector for G-2 became sus­ 
picious. “ A Ju lio Perez y Perez is on my list. Is 
that you?” I swore it wasn’t. “ W e must be sure. 
Come w ith me while I phone headquarters.” 
Somahow my wifa and I remained unshaken, 
even while being searched. Four o’clock came and 
passed, but the airport inspector could not get 
any inform ation from headquarters over his 
radio-telephone. The airline pilot’s impatience 
mounted, but he refused to leave without us. I 
must explain that in those days Castro’s G-2 was 
headed by sem iliterate country folk, totally con­ 
fused by their new power. Nowadays Czecho­ 
slovakian intelligence chiefs command G-2, and 1 
am sure 1 would not be alive now if they had 
been in control that fateful Saturday. 
By 7 ;45 p.m. we were still stalled. The pilot 
angrily demanded that the agent release us. I 
protested I was Carlos Perez. The hara.ssed agent 
fretted about headquarters’ inefficiency. “ I w ill 
call them again,” he said, reddened with embar­ 
rassment over the Revolution’s inability to check 
a simple fact. This time nob<xiy at headquarters 
even bothered to answer his call. 
“ B a h !” he shouted, hanging up. “ I don’t care 
whether you're Ju lio or Carlos. Get out!” We 
rushed to the exit, and he called out: “ GiXKi luck, 
whoever you are.” 
1 had been calm for the four hours we waited 
for a message from G-2 that would signal my 
death. Now I looked out the plane window, saw 
the lights of Havana flickering below us. and be­ 
came violently ill. A woman shouted for my wife, 
who had just left her seat next to me. 
The old fears and nightmares flooded over me 
again, but I heard my w ife say: 
“ It is all right now, Ju lio. We are free.” *

A TOWN BESIEGED BY 


V 
ISITORS d o n ’t soon forget their first day 
in the Missouri fanning town of Dexter. 


As soon as the sun comes up, clouds of squawking 
blackbirds rise from the nearby woods and fill the morn­ 
ing sky. They fan out from their scrub-timber roost like 
the spokes of a great wheel, stretching 40 miles over the 
countryside in a relentless search for food. They are so 
thick at times that they blot out the sun. Conservation 
agents estimate they are 8 million strong—one of the 
strangest community plagues on record. 
Such awesome flights are a daily spectacle in Dexter. 
But for the town’s 5,000 residents and the farmers in the 
surrounding territory, they long ago ceased to be a source 
of fascination. 
Dexter’s black swarms of birds destroy valuable farm 
crops, attack livestock, and have created a disease men­ 
ace that could break into an epidemic. In many respects 
they are turning the country town into a real-life version 
of the bird-lieleaguered village in Alfred Hitchcock’s 
movie chiller, “The Birds.’’ 
Winter bird roosts are dotted throughout the Lower 
Midwest, but for the last seven years a 20-acre tract 
of underbrush and oak timber on the southern limits of 
Dexter has attracted more migratory birds than any 
other site. And each year the number increases. 
At fh« first hint of w intor, grackles, cow birds, red­ 
winged blackbirds, starlings, and rice birds begin flocking 
into the roost from their summer nesting grounds in 
Canada and the Upper Midwest. By mid-November, the 
flocks crowd so closely into the trees that they break off 
the limbs. 
“Even blocks away, the noise is so intense it sounds 
like you're in the middle of a beehive,’’ says conserva­ 
tion agent Don May. And when the wind blows toward 
town, the odor can be overwhelming. 
It’s outside the roi>st, however, that they wreak their 
greatest damage. 
Each bird needs an estimated four ounces of food a 
day, and they fly out every morning to steal much of this 
from the lush corn, wheat, bean, and rice fields around 
Dexter. Some angry farmers stand guard over their fields 
with shotguns at harvest time; others have tried buzzing 
low in private airplanes to scare the birds away—but 
with little success. 
“They literally cover up a rice field,’’ May explains. 
“And if something scares them, they just burrow down 
in the rice and keep right on feeding. They took one

farmer for $3,000 worth of grain in a single crop.’’ 
Sometimes when farmers are planting corn, droves of 
the birds follow along behind and dig the kernels out of 
the ground. According to Dexter’s mayor, Melvin Gai­ 
ner, they consume about $1,000 worth of grain per 100 
acres of farm land. 
Barnyard losses run high, too. One farmer parked a 
half-ton truckload of corn in a shed, planning to have it 
shelled at a mill the next day. During an eight-hour pe­ 
riod, when he was busy elsewhere, the birds swarmed 
over it. When he returned, he found only bare cobs. 
Often the birds perch in thick masses on livestock 
feeders and attack pigs, chickens, and cattle, pecking the 
animals savagely to get at the grain. 
The greatest threat, however, is disease. Active star­ 
ling roosts are one of two known sources (the other is old 
chicken houses) of a fungus that causes histoplasmosis, a 
sometimes-fatal disease resembling tuberculosis. Tests 
by the U.S. Public Health Service have shown the fungus 
to be present in 17 out of 31 samples taken from the six- 
inch carpet of dropping.^ in the roost. 
U ift spring, oHmr fnstg wnrn run on Dexter school 
children. According to Dr. S. B. Beecher, a state health 
physician, they revealed that an abnormally high per­ 
centage of the youngsters have been infected by the 
fungus at some time in their lives. Among high-school 
students, for example, 66 percent tested positive. 
i n most instances, the disease was probably so mild 
they weren't even aware of it or at worst thought it was 
flu,” Dr. Beecher explains. “But it can be extremely dan- 
gerous, and it seems significant that the highest percent­ 
age of positive results appeared among students of the 
schools closest to the bird roost.’’ 
Mayor Gainer says seven known cases of histoplasmosis 
have been pinpointed in Dexter proper, with another 22 
in outlying areas. One victim, five-year-old Marty Ave- 
rette, whose home lies below a flight path of the birds, 
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has been stricken since last January. 
“There is no cure for it except rest,” explains his fa­ 
ther. “ We hope he’ll outgrow it eventually, but it’s still 
sapping all his energy. He’ll lie down in the middle of the 
day and sleep for three or four hours. Before he got 
sick, you used to have to tie him in bed to keep him 
there. The doctors say they don’t know what the outcome 
will be.” 
More than 2,000 letters have poured into Dexter sug­ 
gesting ways the town might say bye-bye to the black­ 
birds for good. One St. Louis correspondent proposed 
that officials feed the birds mash from a brewery. “ When 
they’re good and drunk, you can pick ’em up and haul ’em 
off,’’ he explained. 
More seriously, others have proposed bulldozing or dy­ 
namiting the trees to eliminate the inviting roosting spot. 
Officials may 
try 
bulldozing this winter, 
but 
Dr. 
Beecher warns that if the site is not thoroughly sprayed 
with a germ killer, the machinery could force great 
quantities of the histoplasmosis fungus into the air and 
touch off a widespread epidemic. 
Iv«n w ith scrf^guards, the job may be futile. Veteri­ 
narian laeonard Palmer points out that if the birds are 
driven out of their present roost, they’ll simply shift to 
another .suitable spot nearby. Some persons fear they may 
even invade downtown Dexter. 
r>r. E. R. Price, an expert with the Missouri health 
department, believes the only effective atUck is to elimi­ 
nate the birds themselves. Poison is considered risky be­ 
cause of its potential effect on other animals and humans, 
but Dr. Price has another imaginative scheme in mind. 
In cold weather, you could set up big flood lights near 
the roost and use fire hoses with spray nozzles to create 
a thick mist in front of them,” he explains. “ The birds 
will instinctively fly toward the lights, and if the water 
ha.H been mixed with some detergent it will penetrate 
their feathers. Soon they’ll freeze to death.” 
Nature lovers have objected to this plan as cruel, how­ 
ever. More important, Dexter, at this writing, has not 
ound enough money to finance any extensive bird- 
removal program. 


Unless something happens pretty quick, it looks as if 
we re stuck with them again until spring,” Mayor Gainer 
admits. “ And next fall, I suppose they’ll be back again— 
maybe even more of them.” 
Mayor Gainer looked up grimly at the clouds of chat- 
ering birds circling over Dexter. “ They seem to like it 
here,” he said. 0

Anxietyville’s 
Self-Confident

N HOLLYWOOD, where there 
are almost as many psy­ 
chiatrists as actors and job 
anxiety is an emotional mal­ 
ady of epidemic proportions, 
K eir D ullea (pronounced 
Keer Du-lay) is the excep­ 
tion— a reasonably well-ad­ 
justed, mature young actor 
who is willing to take chances 
with his career. 
Keir told me recently: "A fter my 
first movie job as a psychopathic 
killer in ‘The Hoodlum Priest,’ I was 
so hot that four studios were bidding 
to put me under long-term contract. 
But they didn’t offer me any spe­ 
cific properties, so I turned them all 
down for a play with Rod Steiger 
that never even got to Broadway. 
"By tliG tim e It fo lc M , I was so 
cold I couldn’t get any film work. 
But 1 had no regrets. An actor has 
to take chances. I don’t knock secur­ 
ity, but 1 have enough faith in my­ 
self to be choosy about films.’’ 
Ironically, Keir, who comes across 
as a thoughtful, shrewd young man, 
has made a specialty of playing emo­ 
tionally disturbed characters—first 
in "The Hoodlum Priest’’ and then 
in "David and Lisa’’ and "The Thin 
• 
Red Line.’’ 
He also has.a reputation for ex­ 
cellent acting, as you will be able to 
judge in his forthcoming "Madame 
X’’ and “Bunny Lake Is Missing.’’ 
Judging by the rushes I’ve seen of 
the latter, he is holding his own 
quite well against one of the world’s 
most distinguished actors. Sir 1.au- 
rence Olivier. 
K«lr soys he became interested in 
acting even before he went to school. 
“My mother used to read Shake­ 
speare to me every night until I fell 
asleep—and if that doesn’t turn you 
into an actor, nothing will.’’ 
Keir was born 29 years ago in 
Cleveland and grew up in New York. 
He attended a variety of schools, in­ 
cluding the Grace Church School, 
where he smuggled pocket editions 
of Shakespeare into study hall, and 
Rutgers University in New Jersey— 
from which he suddenly took oif in 
the middle of the night to hitchhike 
to San Francisco!

"I was 16. I ran away because I 
wanted to make up my mind about 
my future without the influence of 
anyone I knew,” he says. "I figured 
that the farther away I got, the 
clearer my mind would be. I had 
$50 on me, which I’d saved up most­ 
ly from peddling ice cream from a 
pushcart on New York’s Lower East 
Side during my summer vacation.” 
When Keir finally reached San 
Francisco, he had less than a dollar. 
He slept on park benches until he 
got a job as a carpenter. 


"After one year as a carpenter,” 
he explained, " I had saved enough 
money to attend 
San 
Francisco 
State College, where I majored in 
drama and quickly discovered this 
was what I loved. Then I went back 
to New York.” 
For the next few years, Keir stud­ 
ied and played in summer stock, tv, 
and off-Broadway. Then a Hollywood 
agent spotted him in a tv soap opera 
and got him his first movie role. 
Keir met his wife Margo in New 
York, where she also was acting. 
They were married in a rather un­ 
usual ceremony on a riverboat in St. 
Louis the day before he began his 
first film. 
"It w asn 't m y kind of wedding,” 
Keir told me the evening I had din­ 
ner with his wife and him. "It was 
all for publicity. The producer had 
reporters there, and we had to go 
through the ceremony three times. I 
would never do that again.” 
"And you better not!” said his 
pretty wife. 
Today, Keir’s work keeps him on 
the move—he has made more than 
20 trips to Holljrwood and six to Eu­ 
rope in the last few years—but the 
Dulleas remain confirmed New York­ 
ers. Their charming, high-ceilinged 
triplex apartment in Manhattan was 
for many years the home of Alfred 
Lunt and Lynn Fontanne. 
"Someday, when we have children, 
we may want to move to California, 
but right now we are happy where 
we are,” Margo insisted. 
On« of Kalr's favorite pastimes is 
doing the Frug, Swim, and Jerk at 
the many discothèques that dot New 
York. "It’s like getting a free psy­ 
chiatric treatm ent,” he told me. 
For additional exercise, Keir runs 
a mile every day, rides, and swims. 
On a recent trip to Ireland, he cycled 
40 miles a day during a two-week 
search through County Cork to find 
the birthplace of his forebears. "I 
didn’t find it,” he says, "but.I sure 
had a lot of sore muscles when it 
was all over.” 
Keir also continues to practice 
carpentry every chance he gets. 
Asked why, he said with a grin, "It’s 
something to fall back on if my 
career goes sour.” 
I doubt the carpenters’ union will 
ever get this ex-member back. ♦
